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The  Montana  Liquor  Control  System 


The  Liquor  Control  Board  is  charged  with  the  administration  of  our  State  Liquor  Control  Laws  governing 
the  purchase  and  sale  of  alcoholic  beverages.  It  maintains  a  warehouse  and  office  at  Helena  and  operates  151 
retail  liquor  stores  throughout  the  state.  In  addition  the  Board  is  responsible  for  the  licensing  of  all  retail  liquor 
and  beer  sale  outlets  and  the  collection  and  distribution  of  the  State  Excise  Tax  and  the  County  and  City  Li- 
cense Tax.  To  better  acquaint  you  with  the  operation  of  the  state  liquor  business  the  following  figures  and 
charts   are   presented. 

The  total  sales  for  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1958,  were  $15,937,619.57,  on  which  we  made  a  net  sales 
profit  of  $2,237,857.71  for  the  State  General  Fund.  Added  to  this  income  is  liquor  and  beer  license  fees  and 
liquor  and  beer  tax  amounting  to  $3,255,354.85,  making  a  grand  total  of  all  Liquor  Board  revenues  of 
$5,493,212.56  for  the  current  fiscal  period.  The  difference  between  earnings  and  amount  paid  to  the  Montana 
State  General  Fund  represents  a  reduction   in  assets. 

Montana  ranks  sixth  in  per  capita  among  the  17  Monpooly  States  in  consumption  of  liquor  and  ranks  43rd 
in  the  United  States  in  consumption  of  wine.  Distilled  spirits  (those  over  4%  by  volume)  consumed  in  Mon- 
tana in  an  average  year  would  make  a  freight  train  of  450  box  cars,  each  car  carrying  35,000  pounds  (1000 
cases)  our  average  volume  being  450,000  cases  per  year.  To  be  more  specific,  in  1957  Montana  consumed 
836,575  gallons  of  distilled  spirits  (1.26  gallon  per  capita)  and  318,987  gallons  of  wine  (.479  gallon  per  cap- 
ita) making  a  total  of   1,155,562  gallons  of  distilled  spirits  itemized  as  follows:

Montana's  151  state  retail  outlets  show  the  largest  portion  of  profit  in  total  liquor  revenue  despite 
the  fact  the  cost  of  operating  all  departments  throughout  the  system  is  taken  from  the  profit  on  sale 
of   liquor   alone. 

Excepting  excise  tax  going  to  counties  and  cities,  excise  tax,  revenue  from  liquor  and  beer  licenses 
and  beer  tax  are  paid  direct  into  the  state  treasury  as  items  of  state  general  fund  income  apart  from 
the  amount  termed  "liquor  sales  profits." 


As  profits  exceed   State   Liquor  Control    Board   operating    requirements,    they    are    transmitted    to    the 
state  treasury  as  state  general  fund  revenue.

During  a  fiscal  period  the  Board  acts  on  approximately  300  requests  for  transfers  of  licenses,  and  passes 
on  the  suspension  or  revocation  of  licenses  when  a  licensee  has  been  convicted  of  a  liquor  law  violation. 

Many  of  Montana's  enforcement  problems  stem  from  a  large  number  of  licenses  In  effect  —  more  than 
four  times  the  national  average.  This  has  resulted  in  an  attitude  by  the  Board  that  a  definite  and  present  need 
must  be  shown  before  new  licenses  are  issued.  The  Board  believes  this  policy  is  necessary  for  the  protection 
of  the  best  interests  of  the  state.
